Early  in  the  year  the  Douncil  made  provision  for  the  free  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  of  all  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  for  the  free  supply  of 
prophylactic  for  all  children  of  school  age  within  the  Rural  District,  In  the  absence 
of  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  it  has  been  impossible  to  raise  any  interest  in  the 
scheme  and  only  two  children  under  five  were  treated. 

(b)  Tuberculosis-. 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  a male,  age  group  45  - 55 
was  notified  and  one  death  of  a male  pulmonary  case,  age  group

3 . Evacuation. 

On  the  5th  September,  1939,  459  evacuees  arrived  in  the  District  from.  Manchester. 
The  total  comprised  278  schoolchildren,  98  accompanied  children,  70  mothers  and 
18  teachers.  While  dirty  heads  were  common  the  party  as  a whole  was  infinitely 
more  suitable  for  billeting  than  one  I saw  in  another  District  earlier  in  the  day. 

The  homeward  drift,  however,  began  almost  at  once  and  though  every  effort 
was  made  locally  to  retard  it,  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  only  72  school 
children,  3 accompanied  children,  2 mothers  and  8 teachers,  a total  of  86.
